THE LANGLOIS MURDER 


How Landru . to Convince Police T hat T his 
Victim 1 Committed Suicide

Being much in want of ready 
money, Landru next wrote to a 


young woman named Nina Lang 


lois, who lived in the Qrenelle 
Quartier, and whom he sad met 
in a cabaret in the Montmartre 


three weeks before. This girl, the 


daughter of a small farmer near 
St. Martin-des-Champs, about thir- 
ty kilometers from Paris, had, a 
few months before, been left a 
small income and had come to 
visit Paris as guest of her mar- 
sister. 

On the first night of their meet 
ing Landru had discovered that 
her legacy of four thousand three 
hundred francs was intact in a 
Paris bank, and on their 
meeting he suggested that she 
should employ it in speculation. 
Then

The girl, on receipt of this let- 
ter, sent her ardent lover a tele- 
gram, and at the hour appointed 
called at Landru's flat.

What appears to have been an unin- 
tended act of inhospitality on the part of 
the Board of Harbor Commissioners has 
threatened Los Angeles Harbor with the 
loss of its submarine base. If orders re- 
ceived from the Navy Department at Wash- 


turb the station in its tenancy of property 
at the harbor, at once took the matter up 
with the department st Washington and 
by their representations to have the 
removal order rescinded in the light of bet- 


ter understanding. 


It is important that Los Angeles Harbor 
should keep the submarine base as at pree-

Possession is ofttimes nine points of the 
law of selection for government establish- 
ments, and it is inconceivable that a mat- 
ter of a few dollars rental money for mu- 
nicipal property should lead to a blunder 
that might cost the harbor of this city the 
immeasurable benefits of a great subma- 
rine base by changing the present friendly 
attitude of the Navy Department to one of 
antagonism or indiffetence. 

There is not even the excuse of good 
business behind the action that would re- 
quire the Navy Department to pay rental 
for space it occupies in a municipal ware- 
house by reason of a lease of the building 
to a private concern. Between $200,000 
and $300,000 ig spent in Los Angeles every 
month by the personnel of the submarine 
base. The removal of the submarines wil! 
seriously interfere with the operations of 
the Pacific Fleet while stationed at the 
Los Angeles Harbor and may curtail or 
end the visitg of the fleet to that harbor. 
In addition to these losses to Los Angeles, 
the removal of the base would put the gov- 
ernment to heavy expense. 

Capt. W. 8. Miller, commander of the 
submarine base, says: 

The space we occupy in the ware- 
house is absolutely necessary to our 
operations, but it Los Angeles doesn't 
want us here we can get out 

It is altogether probable that Con-

TIGUE. It ts necessary to dis- 
tinguish between the fatigue that 
is a natural result .of exertion, 
from which there is a quick re- 
cévery, and over-fatigue, which 
carries the child each time farther 
from his normal condition, and 
makes his return to bealth more 
difficult.

“Mrs. Caffee is absolutely in- 
nocent of any complicity in the 
slaying of Mrs. Meadows,” Detec- 
tive Cline stated. “Many may 
doubt this statement, but anybody 
who knows her as well as I have 
learned to know her since she first 
surrendered herself to the central 
detective bureau, will believe it. 

“I have questioned Mrs. Caffee 
severely since last Friday on the 
possibility of her having previous 
knowledge of Mrs. Phillips's plans 
to kill Mrs. Meadows, and I am 
thoroughly convinced that she 
knew nothing of the murder plan. 

“She has told me repeatedly that 
she as present when the hammer 
was purchased, but Mrs. Phillips 
had made numerous other pur- 
chases in the same store at the 
same time.
